SPARKS FROM MARK; 

In last week "Sparks" we heard that the 
pastoral councils main task is to study, reflect 
and make recommendations about pastoral 
matters to the pastor. Mark Fisher in his book 
"Pastoral Councils in Today's Catholic 
Parishes" discusses what he calls the "scope" of 
the pastoral council. The scope of pastoral 
council deals with pastoral matters which 
includes everything that pertains to the pastor's 
ministries proclaiming God's word, celebrating 
the sacraments, caring for the faithful, 
promoting the mission of he church to the 
world, and being a good steward of parish 
resources. 

Pastoral matters deal with all the practical 
matters of parish life. However, the pastoral 


council cannot make changes to church 
doctrine, laws of the universal church, and the 
moral principles of the faith. The church does 
give the pastor a great deal of latitude when it 
comes to the pastoral matters and concerns of 
parish life. There are many areas in the parish 
that deal with pastoral matters and concerns of 
parish life. The pastor's role is one of consulting 
the pastoral council in the pastoral matters of 
parish life. 

Fisher says that there are many pastoral 
councils that struggle because the work and the 
scope of the council has been restricted in some 
way. The scope of the council in some parishes 
is excluded from the parish administration or 
sees the work of the council as being only 
spiritual in nature. Mark Fisher quotes Robert 
Howe who stated that no major area of pastoral 
concern should be segregated away from a 
council's right and obligation to overview the 
pastoral matter's of parish life. 

The work and the scope of the pastoral council 
at OLBH will be one that is open to all 
possibility when it comes to the pastoral matters 
and concerns of parish life. The work of the 
council will not be restricted in any way but will 
be open to the movement of the Holy Spirit that 
is alive in the parish and in the lives of the 
parish councilors.
